Mess 


A City Hall ultimatum to ‘the Sir 
George Williams University Food Ser- 
vice last week came as a direct result 
of a study by Montreal Health Officials 
into the peculiar eating habits of the 
Sir George day student. 

Mr. Armand Benny of the Food Ser- 
vices told The Paper last Friday that 
, “if I had to put the cause of the messy 
appearance into percentages I would 
have to say that the conditions are 
caused 90% by day students and 
approximately 10% by those attending 
evening classes.”’ Mr. Benny went on 
to say that the tone with which the 
georgian covered the news item late 
last week might have been a “‘little 
exaggerated.” He made it perfectly 
clear however that closure of the 
cafeteria is “certainly a reflection on 
the seriousness of the matter.” 


Aside form the sombre tones that 
conditons in the cafeteria insinuate, 
Mr, Benny was very pleased with the 
first week of operations at the seventh 
floor eating-place. He said, “This is 
the first year where we seem to be 
headed for our outlined objectives 
We are expecting a total revenue of 
$48,000 for the month of September 
and last week’s business certainly puts 
that goal within range.”” This is the 
seventh year of operations for the 
cafeteria. 

Benny also stated that he plans no 
changes in the running of the Food 
Centre to offset the possible ramifica- 
tions of the mess. “We'll just count 
on the students to help us out,” was 
the way that he summed it up. 

The Food Service has 45 full-time 
Staffers at the moment. 
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The Montreal Symphony Orchestra 
and Sir George Williams University 
have become associates in a unique 
plan to bring more music to more 
people. 

MSO members’ will become 
teachers at SGWU; the orchestra will 
appear on campus in a series of open 
rehearsals, and maestro Franz-Paul 
Decker has been named professor of 
music in residence. 

The arrangement is thought to be 
the first of its kind in the world. Its 
flexibility will allow any° student—p- 
rofessional or non-professional—to 
work in practically any level of music 
with the finest available musicians. 

The program comes under the grow- 
ing continuing education division at 
Sir George. As such it is open to any- 
one of any age or educational back- 
ground. Continuing education head 
James R. McBride calls it ‘“‘an enorm- 
ous boost to the university's commit- 
ment to community-oriented pro- 
jects.” 

Professor Philip Cohen, head of 
SGWU’s music section originated the 
plan. He visualized an opportunity for 
a major symphony orchestra and a 
major university to pool resources in 
an effort to educate large numbers of 
non-music students in the art of live 
serious music. ““We are providing a 
chance for anyone to gain insight into 
professional music-making and to 
make music with the best,’ he says. 
In the long run, Cohen sees the new 
arrangement influencing culture at the 
root level, getting back to the idea of 
an educated music public as in 
Mozart's time. 

The undergraduate music program 
at Sir George emphasizes the music- 
in-the-arts approach, integrating music 
with other disciplines (early childhood 
education, film, Asian — studies, 
anthropology) while allowing freedom 
to specialize. The department began

with the assumption that the university 
must become a proper environment for 
music, reaching beyond the confines 
of its own walls. This has now hap- 
pened in an important way with the 
MSO arrangement, which any student 
can be a part of. 

Franz-Paul Decker, as professor of 
music in residence, will be free to 
initiate any musical activities at the 
university. Orchestra members will 
give private, group or family classes, 
workshops in chamber work, and 
seminars; all either vocational or 
recreational and throughout the year

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GRAVY MATTER D.S.A. vs Apathy

Under the guise of “‘africanization’’, the government of Uganda and 
it’s president, Ida Amin, is resorting to political solutions and methods 
‘that find their parallel in the aberations of Hitler's Nazi Germany. 

The forced deportation of Asians is no different than the S.S. Office 
‘for Jewish Emmigration’s expulsion of Jews prior to their “sitting on 
the fire’. Savage attacks and ominous threats against Israelis and white 
Britons confirm the xenophobic character of a leader fraught with problems 
economic and cerebral. 

Uganda's ‘Asians’ deprived of their worldly assets, being compelled 
to leave that country in near poverty while the “‘real’’ Ugandians buy 
up the vacated and under-priced concerns is a horrid reflection of Nazi 
businessmen and bankers —the “‘real’’ Germans—swooping in to buy 
up the possessions of dispossed Jews and anti-Nazis during the thirties. 

Those deprived of citizenship because of “‘technicalities’’ reflect the 
infamous Nurenburg Laws of 1935 and the several decrees that came 
after them which “‘established”’ that Jews were not real citizens of an 


Aryan Nazi Gemany. 

President Amin has been reported as saying that there is “nothing 
racist in his expulsion order since it is designated to improve the economic 
position of Uganda as a whole’. Adolf Hitler rose to power largely as 
a result of the nationalistic fervor of a people crushed by economic chaos 
under the terms of the Versailles Treaty and a world wide depression 
associated with the 1929 crash. 

A strong similarity! 

Uganda‘s President and government may rightfully be concerned about 
the domination of certain sectors of that country’s economy by specific 
identifiable minorities, yet in the way in which dictums and threats are 
strewn on a now frightened populace, only the racist Nazi ideological 
experience comes into focus. 

In the context of the Olympic expulsion and United Nations sanctions 
against Rhodesia; world wide condemnation of South Africa; charges of 
racism against Great Britain and China‘s veto on the admittance of Banglad- 
esh to the U.N.; where is the public opinion and outcry over Uganda’‘s 
singularly racist government and policies? 

And what if Uganda‘s type of solution is accepted as a viable means 
of national determination? Will a separate Quebec expel of over 500,000 
Anglophones, forced to leave their businesses, homes and savings because 
a government, grasping for political solutions to economic woes and holding 
racist or ultra-chauvinist attitudes, determines that some identifiable group 
of people control too much of the economy and jobs, and are cultural 
isolationists?

There can be no accusing the Continuing Education Course at Sir George 
Williams University of resting on their oboes. The announcement last Thursday 
afternoon of the educational coalition between the Montreal Symphony Orchestra 
and the downtown university came as an exciting surprise. 

The great Maestro Decker himself said “I’ve always felt attracted by university 
life,” and is very happy to be associated with Sir George. 

Professor Phillip Cohen said that Decker’s title of ‘Professor of Music in 
Residence’ is “honourary. It will give him the opportuniy to initiate any new 
music program or anything therein affiliated at the university”. Cohen went 
on to say that this new association is ‘aimed at non-professional appreciation 
of good music’, 

When asked whether it is the university's intention to make the affiliation 
to a degree based program, Professor Cohen said, ““Not now; not ever”. 

Spokesmen for the Montreal Symphony Orchestra stated that the coalition 
would have no financial effects whatsoever on the M.S.O.’s much-publicized 
current deficit.

Besides being a perennial scoring 
leader in the NBA, Jabbar shines on 
defence with his awesome shot- 
blocking ability. Joining Jabbar on the 
Milwaukee squad is the “Big O”, 
Oscar Robertson. Robertson is the sec- 
ond leading scorer in NBA history 
behind Wilt Chamberlain, but his main 
contribution to the Bucks is his superb 
playmaking ability. 

The Bucks will not have an easy 
time on the Forum floor Friday night. 
They will be meeting a young, fast- 
breaking Boston Celtics squad whose 
6’°9”" centre Dave Cowens amazed 
everyone at the Boston Garden last 
year with his ability to block Jabbar’s 
hook shots. Another young Celtic star 
is guard Jo Jo White, who led the USA 
to their last Olympic basketball gold 
medal in 1968. Besides being a fine 
outside shooter, White is a great one- 
on-one player who won $7,500 as 
runner-up in last year’s NBA one- 
on-one contest. 

One of the interesting sidelights to 
this Friday’s cage clash involves Mil- 
waukee’s Russell Lee, a 6’5’’ guard 
from Marshall University. Lee grew 
up in Boston and became a local hero 
in high school basketball. Now, he will 
be faced with the prospect of playing 
against his home-town team.

Georgians Stymied

The ‘mighty’ McGill Redmen ter- 


Senate ~Tiindted the Georgians winning streak 


at one game this week-end by a 14-7 
count. Credit for the McGill win has 
to go to the outstanding running of 
Chris Rumble. 

The first quarter saw Sir George 
getting organized much quicker than 
the McGill squad. The Garnet and 
Gold team displayed sound tackling 
on the first series of downs, holding 
Rumball to only one first down. The 
Georgian offense which really never 
got untracked during the game com- 
bined for a first down then stalled at 
their own 45 yard line. — 

The Georgian punt squad ran into 
trouble containing Rumball who on a 
reverse deep in McGill territory man- 
aged to break outside the Georgian 
downfield tacklers to pull McGill out 
of the shadow of their goal posts. 

The first quarter saw some outstand- 
ing individual efforts by members of 
the Georgian defense and a number 
of mistakes by the referees. 

Outstanding plays came from 
George Hayes who managed to crash 
through and knock down an Auder’s 
pass late in the first quarter to terminate 
the McGill efforts for the quarter. 

Ron Goldenberg pulled in an errant 
snap on a third and nine situation, and 
booted it a total of twenty-two yards. 
Fortunately for the Georgians the punt 
was fumbled and promptly recovered 
by the Georgians. 

An ex-Georgian, Gerry Turner spent 
the first quarter seeking out familiar 
heads. The refs caught him swiftly 
enough and marched 15 yeards against 
the Redmen for roughing and another 
15 yards for abusive language which 
he directed at the referee. 

The aerial attack was stepped up in 
the second quarter by both squads. 
Goldenberg allowed a Gerry P pass 
to drop through his mitts while he con- 
templated the clear path to the end- 
zone on one well executed play. 

McGill replied on the next series 
of downs with a short pass to Rumball 
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in Pre-season 


which he carried for long yardage giv- 
ing McGill good field position. 

McGill by virtue of a punt left the 
Georgians deep in their own territory. 
Publitz called two short plays the Sir 
George squad was forced to kick. The 
McGill receiver tried to take the ball 
on the dead run, it bounced out of his 
grasp and into the arms of number 77, 
Ross Brooks, who carried it 55 yards 
for the Sir George touchdown. 

The snap for the convert attempt was 
high and the Georgians had to settle 
for a six point advantage. 

The McGill offense caught fire and 
moved to the Georgian 8 with some 
outstanding receptions and running 
plays. The Georgian defense tightened 
up preventing the Redmen from 
capitalizing on the march. 

In the second half Sir George scored 
their final point when a 55 yard punt 
bounced into the McGill end zone. 

The play was scrapy throughout the 
third quarter with both sides taking 
foolish penalties. McGill started 
another march which was kept alive 
by a defensive holding call against the 
Garnet and Gold. McGill cashed in on 
a one yard dive and evened up the 
score with a successful convert. 

The action started again in the fourth 
quarter with Desjardins gaining pos- 
session of a punt fumbled by the 
McGill backs giving Sir George con- 
trol. 

McGill made another error in the 
backfield, fumbling on the Georgian 
50 yard line. The Redmen again held 
the sputtering Georgian offense and 
then commenced a march to the Geor- 
gian goal line. The McGill touchdown 
was again scored on a dive by Mike 
Boulay. 7 

The successful convert left the score 
at 14-7, McGill. 

The Georgians then mounted their 
final offensive drive with Frank Dunn 
catching several passes to move the

ball to the McGill 15. The drive was 
extinguished by Steve Neville who 
intercepted a Puklitz pass and returned 
it to center field where the Redmen 
ran out the clock.

Wrap up 


The game was won for McGill by 
the fine play of Chris Rumball, who 
gained 112 yards rushing and 168 
yards passing. The McGill offensive 
line although big was handled easily 
by the Georgian defense. The McGill 
quarterback was dropped for losses 
several times and a couple of his passes 
were batted down. 

The McGill defensive line were kept 
out of the backfield for most of the 
afternoon by the Georgians, including 
their ineffective blitz. The Georgian 
defense was outstanding especially in 
the first three quarters when they 
stopped every McGill drive. 

The Georgian offense was slow with 
Jerry Puklicz at the offensive reins 
completing 7:for 22 for 90 yards and 
allowing 3 interceptions. In the rushing 
department, Sir George had 20 carries 
for a total of 37 yards. 

The loss of Ron Goldenberg, in the 
second quarter, took away the Geor- 
gian deep threat which is so vital in 
sustaining a good balanced offense. 
‘Goldie’ it appears has a badly twisted 
ankle. 

The Georgians didn’t show their full 
potential in this exhibition match but 
they did impress the fans who turned 
out for the game.
